House Bill Provides for Local Impact Fee from 
Commercial Hazardous Waste Disposal Wells 


Representatives Bruce Patterson 
(R—Canton) and Raymond Basham (D- 
Taylor) were recently successful in 
amending House Bill 4626 (a proposal 
that would reestablish hazardous-waste 
fees to support the State's hazardous- 
waste program) to include a municipal 
impact fee for multisource commercial 
hazardous-waste disposal wells. The 
amendment would allow the City of 
Romulus to impose an impact fee of up 
to five cents per gallon on any hazard- 
ous waste disposed of in Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems' proposed injec- 
tion wells. 

“Although both Representative 
Basham and | remain staunchly op- 
posed to the siting of this facility, should 
it become operational, this provision 
will offset some of the costs, especially 
for emergency response services, that 
willbe imposed on the City of Romulus," 
said Patterson. 

According to Patterson, the Patter- 
son-Basham amendment mirrors an 
existing provision in State law for solid- 
waste landfills. Under the amendment, 
the revenue collected from the impact 
fee would go to the municipality to be 
used for any purpose that promotes 
public health, safety, or welfare of the 
citizens of the community. The money 
cannot, however, be used to bring or 


support a lawsuit or other legal action 
against the owner or operator of the 
multisource commercial hazardous- 
waste disposal wells. 

“The prospect of acommercial haz- 
ardous-waste-disposal well in a com- 
munity creates a myriad of new chal- 
lenges regarding the readiness and 
delivery of emergency response ser- 
vices," said Basham. "The City of Ro- 
mulus has estimated that Romulus's 
emergency response costs alone will 
be nearly $1 million per year. And there 
are many other costs related to property 
values, investment decisions, road in- 
frastructure, and the like that simply are 
not possible to quantify." 

Although she questions Basham's 
apparent attempt to lay the need for 
emergency-response improvements 
solely on the <houlders of EDS, Romu- 
lus resident Nina Trump also looks for- 
ward to the possibility that the company 
will soon be supporting the City's pub- 
lic-safety budget. 

"The risk posed by EDS is no worse 
than that posed by plenty of other com- 
panies now operating in Romulus,” said 
Trump. “That risk is now addressed by 
a multi-community haz-mat [hazardous 
materials] team that has been specially 
trained to meet such emergencies. 

"Certainly," she continued, "the EDS

project will add to the City's haz-mat 
burden, just as any new business using 
toxic materials would. And | would defi- 
nitely agree that Romulus has reached 
a point where there is enough potential 
for hazardous-waste accidents — with 
or without EDS — that it makes sense to 
begin training and equipping a few of its 
own personnel rather than relying solely 
on the multi-community task force. But 
to pretend that EDS is the single reason 
that the City needs to upgrade its emer- 
gency-response abilities is ridiculous. 

"Yes," Trump concluded, “| believe 
that EDS should have to pay Romulus a 
little extra for the inconvenience that its 
operation could pose — but, then, so 
should every company that creates, 
uses, or disposes of toxic wastes here. 
What makes me angry is that the City 
would have been collecting money from 
EDS allalong if ithad not reneged on its 
Original agreement with the company, 
which included a royalty payment of half 
a million dollars per year. Instead, ithas 
thrown away any chance at such a 
royalty by filing one frivolous lawsuit 
after another." 

House Bill 4626 was passed by the 
Michigan House of Representatives with 
the Patterson-Basham amendment by 
a vote of 80—25. The bill now goes to the 
Michigan Senate for consideration. 

“We are both fully committed to 
seeing that this local impact fee is 
adopted by the Senate," said Patter- 
son. “As the Majority Floor Leader inthe 
House, | will do everything | can to 
ensure that the City of Romulus is pro- 
vided this important opportunity.”

The Mayor's Chair

City governments, like Romulus, 
communicate very closely with Fed- 
eral, State, and County authorities on 
a wide variety of issues. Some of the 
issues we discuss help move the 
community forward, such as the grant 
funding we worked on for nearly a 
year (and eventually received) that 
helped to defer the cost of widening 
Northline Road. Others, such as the 
proposed "hazardous-waste injection 
well,” do not move the community 
forward and must be challenged by 
every citizen and every official at 
every opportunity, which we are 
doing. 

lronically, both projects, and their 
resultant benefit or cost, came to us 
through the State of Michigan and its 
authority to impose its will —or, in this 
case, ‘well" — on Romulus and its 
citizens. 

While it is true that we have en- 
joyed our share of success in nego- 
tiations with these governmental en- 
tities in the last few years, it is also 
true that we have had to contend with 
our share of challenges from them. 
Some of those challenges — such as 
the proposed hazardous-waste injec- 
tion well — have survived unresolved 
for many years. When | came to the 
Mayor's office in 1996, the fight 
against the well was fully underway 
and had been for some four years. 
Thankfully, Romulus and its citizens 
didn't have to fight alone. 

One of Romulus's most stead- 
fast supporters on this issue, and so

many others involving State govern- 
ment, has been another official who 
has inherited the "well" problem: State 
Representative RaymondeE. Basham. 
Representative Basham — or "Ray," 
as most in Romulus know him — 
jumped in with both feet and has 
been there for us ever since. When 
Romulus began planning to construct 
a bridge over the CSX Railroad tracks 
at Pennsylvania Road so that emer- 
gency service to residents would not 
be compromised, Ray was there and 
brought the right people with him. 
Just a few days ago, during a nation- 
ally televised conference | attended 
with Congressman David Bonior at 
the location of the proposed well site, 
Ray was there by Romulus's side. 
He has responded with enthusiasm 
for Romulus every time he was called 
upon. 

| am grateful that Romulus en- 
joys agood working relationship with 
other governmental entities we share 
jurisdictions with. These favorable 
relationships exist, not by accident, 
but because, as a community, we 
keep our word, try to be fair, and 
attempt to solve our own problems. 
Though | wish this were enough, 
sometimes you need that big stick 
that Teddy Roosevelt used to carry 
as he was talking softly. In the Michi- 
gan House, that big stick has been 
Ray Basham. 

As term limits bring an end to his 
distinguished tenure as our State 
Representative, | wish him to know 
that many in Romulus think he did a 
great job.
